Altho we have made it a practice to deal in 
fHaslrra** of all the early schools and have had many 
examples by the English, French, Dutch, Flemish 
and Italian masters, still we have often been called 
specialists of Spanish paintings. We have felt that 
this was rather a compliment, as it was no doubt 
inspired by the fact that we have had pass through our 
hands more fine Early Spanish paintings than any 
other gallery in this country. In fact, many of the “Old 
Masters” of the Spanish School first became known 
to ‘^American Art Lovers” through exhibitions in our 
galleries. Some of these we are glad to say have gone 
to enrich public or semi-public collections, where the 
general public have had the opportunity of seeing 
them, while a number of those in private hands have 
been shown in loan exhibitions. Tho two or three 
paintings in this exhibition have been seen before, we 
believe the growing interest in Spanish art warrants 
our including them in the present exhibition of three 
of the greatest names in the art annals of Spain.
